Those  who  arc  best  acquainted  with  revivals,  can¬ 
not  but  regard  with  astoiii.shment,  the  prejudice  against 
them,  manifested  by  some  intelligent  Christians  and 
Christian  mini.sters.  At  times  when  they  are  uncom¬ 
mon,  and  many  persons  are  obliged  to  form  their  ideas 
of  them  from  incorrect  reports,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  even  good  persons  should  regard  such  excite¬ 
ments  with  suspicion.  But  at  a  jteriod  when  every 
inquiring  person  may  know  that  revivals  do  not  make 
liars,  or  thieves,  or  adulterers,  or  blasphemers,  or  fos¬ 
ter  any  of  the  countless  forms  of  vice  which  the  word 
of  God  forbid.s — when  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  the 
moans  of  reclaiming  thou.sands  from  all  these  sins,  it 
is  truly  surprising  that  even  the  worldly  moralist 
should  op|)osc  them.  It  is  of  little  consetjuence,  to 
say  that  they  are  productive  of  enthusiasm,  fanaticism, 
&.C.  The  instances  are  few,  where  men  are  perma¬ 
nently  driven  from  their  senses,  and  even  in  these  few 
instances,  individuals  are  hardly  in  a  worse  condition, 
than  when  madly  sinning  against  all  the  requirements 
of  God.  To  admit  more  than  any  reasonable  man 
will  claim,  even  that  the  evils  attendant  upon  revivals 
are  in  their  present  amount  equal  to  the  evil  of  sloth- 
fulness  and  stupidity  in  all  the  members  of  a  congre¬ 
gation,  setting  aside  open  sins,  still  we  have  in  the 
revival  scale,  the  reformation  of  large  numbers  from 
open  vice,  and  the  apparent  conversion  to  God  of  still 
larger  numbers,  against  hich,  nothing  appears  in  the 
opposite  scale.  Perhaps  the  objector  will  admit,  that 
if  the  instances  of  protended  conversion  are  real,  then 
my  argument  is  good.  There  is  at  least  this  reality 
about  them.  J^arge  numbers,  who  before  manifested 
no  regard  for  the  institutions  of  the  Christian  religion, 
present  themselves  at  the  Lord’s  table.  They  become 
attentive  to  all  the  means  of  grace,  and  to  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  Christian  duties.  Many  who  are  added  to  the 
communion  of  the  church  in  consequence  of  revivals, 
go  still  farther  in  producing  the /nut*  of  real  religion. 
They  become  active  in  the  service  of  God,  in  all  the 
various  ways  that  seem  best  calculated  to  glorify  Him 
on  earth.  There  are,  then,  some  very  important  re¬ 
alities  consequent  upon  revivals — realities  too,  that 
all  must  regard  as  very  desirable  to  be  secured  to  the 
greatest  possible  extent  It  is  to  be  observed,  also, 
that  these  desirable  effects  can  be  secured  in  no  other 
way,  except  by  producing  the  state  of  excitement 
calletl  a  revival.  Take  the  case  of  any  particular  con¬ 
gregation.  It  is  certainly  desirable  that  the  whole 
number  of  irreligious  persons,  should  immediately 
adopt  the  character,  and  pursue  the  course  of  devoted 
Christians.  But  if  many  of  them  do  this  at  once,  as 
all  certainly  ought,  we  have  a  revival,  no  matter  how 
it  may  be  protlucfxl.  There  is  no  extravagance  in 
saying,  and  that  too,  without  assuming  any  thing  more 
than  all  Christians  admit,  that  revivals,  so  far  from  de¬ 
serving  opposititfi,  ought  at  once  to  fill  the  whole 
land.  They  must  embrace  every  family,  or  else  some 
arc  excusable  for  remaining  enemies  to  God. 

Another  thought.  The  simple  truths  of  the  New 
Testament  cannot  be  proclaimed  to  impenitent  sin¬ 
ners,  with  any  tolerable  share  of  Christian  feeling, 
without  producing  excitement.  Men  cannot  be  told 
in  plain  terms  their  real  condition  as  condemned  re¬ 
bels,  and  still  remain  unmoved.  Ministers  may  preach 
about  religion — may  discourse  upon  nominally  Chris¬ 
tian  morals,  and  no  excitement  follow ;  but  if  they 
preach  the  truths  contained  in  the  third  chapter  of  the 
Evangelist  John,  as  men  who  believe  them,  the}'  must 
have  a  revival.  The  dead  can  never  be  brought  to 
life  without  excitement.  An  audience  of  impenitent 
sinners  cannot  feel  with  entire  calmness,  that  they 
are  sinking  down  to  hell.  C.  S.  A.

however,  did  not  include  the  children  belonging  to  the 
different  schools  under  the  society’s  immediate  super¬ 
intendence,  of  whom  nearly  2(H)  statedly  attended 
divine  service,  at  the  Ark,  every  Lord’s  day.  The 
expenses  of  the  chapel  had  been  diminished,  and  did 
not  now  exceed  1.50Z.  per  year.  The  “  Bethel  Meet¬ 
ings”  on  the  river,  too,  were  well  attended,  and  there 
was  abundant  cause  for  devout  thankfulness  to  God 
for  the  especial  support  which  had  been  given  to  them. 
It  was  reported  by  one  of  the  agents,  that  on  some  oc¬ 
casions  as  many  as  11*5  sailors  were  present,  and  the 
average  attendance  of  this  cla.'ts  of  persons  for  the 
year  was  4,(H)0.  The  Bethelizing  system  was  work¬ 
ing  remarkably  w’ell  in  the  port  of  London,  and  had 
been  successful  in  an  especial  manner  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Pool,  which  was  the  first  station  occupied 
by  the  society.  Amongst  the  colliers,  too,  in  the 
liower  Pool,  five,  six,  and  seven  lanterns  were  some¬ 
times  to  be  seen  at  once — the  humble,  but  significant 
symbols  for  divine  worship.  The  prayer-meetings 
for  soldiers  and  sailors,  in  Harp-alley,  Fleet-street, 
were  still  continued,  and  with  increased  success.  In 
the  other  departments  of  the  Ixtan  Libraries,  the  Day- 
school  at  Wapping,  and  the  Sailor's  Magazine,  there 
was  ground  for  congratulation.  The  number  of  books 
lent  to  sailors,  from  the  Ark,  last  year,  w'as  1,C61, 
besides  5)^)  boxes  of  books,  and  30  Bibles  and  Testa¬ 
ments.  The  total  number  since  its  establishment  was 
5,904,  besides  147  boxes  of  books.  At  the  Wapping 
school  there  were  14*5  boys  upon  the  books,  and  80 
girls;  at  the  Orphan  Asylum,  boys  and  20  girls, 
who  were  supported,  clothed,  and  educated.  (Cheers.) 
Generally  speaking,  the  committee  had  reason  to  hope 
that  a  spirit  of  devotion  was  circulating  through  the 
sailors,  by  its  instrumentality ;  and  the  accounts  from 
abroad  show’ed,  that  the  British  sailors  were  beginning 
to  give  proofs  of  the  good  instruction  which  they  had 
received  at  home.  The  secretary  added,  that  he  had 
himself  talked  that  morning  to  the  captain  of  an  East 
India  ship,  who  assured  him  that  during  the  voyage  he 
had  not  occasion  even  to  reprehend,  much  less  punish 
any  of  the  sailors ;  and  he  further  understood,  that  the 
practice  was  becoming  very  general  of  consecrating, 
by  prayer,  every  ship  before  setting  out  upon  its  first 
voyage. 

IRISH  SOCIETY  OF  LONDON. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  this  Society  took  place  at 
Exeter  Hall  on  Friday,  the  28th  inst 

The  meeting  was  respectably,  but  not  fully  attend- 
ctl,  at  least  with  reference  to  the  extent  of  the  place 
of  assembly,  although  graced  by  the  presence  of  num¬ 
bers  of  the  highest  cliaracter  and  greatest  estimation. 

At  12  o’clock  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry, 
attended  by  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  Lord  Lifford,  &.c. 
&.C.  ascended  tlie  platform. 

The  lord  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Cove.ntry  having 
taken  the  chair,  addressed  the  meeting  to  this  effect. 
It  would  ill  become  him,  he  said,  after  having  pre.'sided 
at  all  their  Anniversaries  from  the  commencement  of 
the  Institution,  to  weary  the  meeting  with  a  trite  re¬ 
iteration  of  the  principles  and  objects  of  so  excellent 
an  establishment,  or  to  anticipate  by  dry  and  brief  ab¬ 
stracts,  the  exhortations  and  arguments  they  would 
hear  from  others  so  well  calculated  to  afford  instruc¬ 
tion.  He  would,  therefore,  confine  himself  to  men¬ 
tioning  one  or  two  favourable  features  in  the  report  of 
the  preceding  year.  The  chief  of  these  appeared  in 
the  establishment  of  a  chapel  in  St  Giles’  where  poor 
Irish  most  abounded,  in  which  the  service  of  the  church 
of  England  was  performed,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
minister  for  that  chapel  who  could  speak  to  the  poor 
Irish,  for  whose  benefit  it  was  established,  in  their  own 
language.  Thus  far  had  success  attended  upon  their 
endeavours  in  the  erection  of  this  chapel,  that  there 
was  a  congregation  in  constant  attendance,  of  from 
fifty  to  three  hundred  persons,  every  one  of  whom  be¬ 
fore  its  establishment,  knew  G(k1  only  through  the 
perverse  and  dark  medium  of  Popery.  This  congre¬ 
gation,  and  the  seal  set  upon  it  of  cight-a nd -thirty  con¬ 
sistent  communicants,  were  a  satisfactory  confirmation

place  on  Monday  last,  at  the  City  of  London  Tavern, 
There  were  a  considerable  number  of  persons  present, 
princi|Killy  ladies,  but  the  attendance  was  not  near  so 
numerous  as  upon  some  former  occasions. 

At  twelve  o’clock  the  committee  entered  the  room, 
when  Mr.  Martin,  the  Treasurer,  read  a  letter  from 
liord  Gambier,  the  venerable  President,  expressing 
his  regret  at  being  prevented  by  advanced  age  and 
recent  indisposition,  from  taking  the  chair,  but  enclos¬ 
ing  a  contribution  of  It)/.,  and  assurances  of  his  hearti¬ 
est  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  institution.  (Aj)- 
plaiise.)  Mr.  Martin  moved  that,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  Lord  Mountsandford,  who  was  present,  should 
be  invited  to  take  the  chair. 

Ijord  Mountsandford  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in 
acceding  to  the  request  of  his  old  friend  and  mess¬ 
mate  Lord  Gambier,  though  he  was  aware  that  he 
.should  represent  him  but  very  inadequately  upon  this 
occasion.  He  had  reason  to  know  that  this  foundation 
was  an  object  which  his  noble  friend  had  very  much 
at  heart,  (Hear.)  For  himself  he  could  only  say  that 
it  had  his  good  wishes  too,  and  that  he  would  gladly 
do  all  in  his  power  to  promote  the  ends  of  the  charity. 
(Applause.) 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Miller  then  proceeded  to  read  the 
report.  It  commenced  by  congratulating  the  society 
ui>>n  the  great  success  which  had  attended  the  labours 
ot  their  agents  during  the  past  year,  but  expressed 
regret  that  public  support  did  not  appear  to  keep  pace 
with  siicit  claims  upon  it  Notwithstanding  all  their 
exertions  they  seemed  unable  to  conciliate  any  great 
portion  ot  public  favour  yet  in  support  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.  Nothing  was  left  undone  to  diminish  the  ex- 
jtenses  and  economize  generally,  but  their  means  were 
still  very  limited.  The  preachers  all  gave  their  ser¬ 
vices  gratuitously,  and  none  but  the  working  agents 
were  paid  salaries.  The  penny-a-week  subscriptions 
loo  were  proving  very  productive.  The  committee 
again  apologised  for  the  deiKirture  which  they  had 
nt  ide  from  what  might  pcrhaits  be  called  the  “  legiti¬ 
mate”  puriKtses  of  the  institution,  by  founding"  an 
Asylum  for  the  Orphans  of  Seamen. 


While,  however,  they  lamented  persecutions  which 
no  longer  were  confined  to  anathemas,  but  had  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  open  violence,  the  decrease  was  more  appa¬ 
rent  than  real,  as  no  scholars  were  included  in  the  list 
who  had  not  passed  the  inspectors.  The  work  was 
going  on,  as  the  demand  for  books  in  the  Irish  lan¬ 
guage  was  still  increasing.  Of  the  Scriptures  in  the 
last  year  2,900  had  been  given;  in  the  present  4,(H)(). 
In  the  preceding  year  129  Bibles  had  been  distributed ; 
in  the  last  432,  and  1,630  Testaments  and  Fraver- 
books.  Several  e<litions  of  the  Bible,  of  different  sizes, 
had  also  been  printed.  Tlie  number  of  clergymen 
competent  to  preach  in  Irish  was  now  10,  instead  of 
the  two  or  three  of  last  year.  There  was  also  a  mis¬ 
sion  established,  kept  up  by  friends  from  the  college, 
and  progress  had  been  made  towards  building  a  chapel 
and  school  in  Dublin.  The  debt  of  last  year  had  been 
totally  liquidated  by  the  aid  of  subscriptions,  and  a 
grant  of  4(H)/.  from  the  Committee  liere.  The  2d  di¬ 
vision  of  the  Report,  referring  to  the  proceedings  of 
the  Society  in  London,  was  highly  important.  They 
were  the  first  to  remove  that  reproach,  namely,  that 
while  every  other  European  language  had  its  own 
temple,  Ireland  was  an  exception.  A  congregation 
was  formed,  an  appropriate  place  for  worship  had  been 
found,  and  the  clergyman  through  whose  appeal  the 
undertaking  was  commenced,  was  engaged  in  its  su¬ 
perintendence.  The  numbers  of  their  Irish  congrega¬ 
tion  were  not  very  great;  but  that  must  be  expected, 
not  merely  from  the  obstacles  raised  by  the  artifices  of 
the  priests,  but  from  the  general  disrelish  to  religious 
exercises  prevailing  amongst  Protestants  as  well  as 
Papists.  They  had  nevertheless  great  success,  as  no 
less  than  38  persons  had  renounced  the  errors  of  Pope- 
iT,  and  were  consistent  communicants.  (Applause.) 
To  this  establishment  the  Society  looked  with  anxiety, 
as  the  chapel  was  supported  by  funds  distinct  from 
those  of  the  Society.  Fifty  pounds  had  been  given  the 
Society  for  bettering  the  condition  of  the  poor,  and  the 
Irish  Society  were  much  indebted  to  the  Bishop  of 
London,  and  Mr.  Tyler,  the  clergyman  of  St.  Giles’ 
for  their  countenance  and  assistance.  In  St  Giles’ 
they  had  six  masters  and  a  great  number  of  scholars, 
two  in  Westminster,  and  one  at  Chelsea,  in  both 
which  places  much  private  instruction  was  given,  and 
much  good  done.  Such  was  also  the  case  in  Betlford- 
bury,  which  had  so  lately  been  the  scene  of  the  mur¬ 
der  of  a  man  whose  sole  offence  was  his  departure 
from  superstition,  and  who  had  thus  been  made  the 
first  martyr  here  to  the  cause  of  true  religion.  The 
Society’s  income  this  year  was  1,9*52/.  12s.  3d.,  which 
had  enabled  them  to  remit  1,150/.  to  the  Parent  So¬ 
ciety  in  Dublin.  The  number  of  connexions  through¬ 
out  the  country  was  40.  The  Society  solicited  inves¬ 
tigation  as  to  the  merits  of  vernacular  instruction ; 
they  could  not  presume  to  say  what  would  be  the  fate 
of  Ireland,  but  they  did  know  what  was  to  be  the 
lot  of  God’s  elect,  and  doubted  not  but  that  the  Society 
would  be  the  means  of  gathering  many  into  God’s  fa¬ 
mily. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  expenses  and  accounts 
of  the  church  funds,  the  receipts  of  which  were  1,7**)4/. ; 
but  they  had  pledges  to  more  titan  2,000/. — Ib. 

CHRISTIANITY  IN  INDIA. 

Church  Missionary  Society. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chl'Rch  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Doran  (missionary  from  Travan- 
core)  moved  a  Resolution  expressive  of  the  grateful 
sense  which  the  Meeting  entertained  of  the  superin¬ 
tending  providence  of  Almighty  God  in  favouring  the 
labours  of  the  Society  throughout  the  whole  of  AWs- 
sinia,  the  South  of  India,  and  New  Zealand.  The 
Rev.  Gentleman  began  by  saying,  that  he  had  for  so 
many  years  been  accustomed  almost  exclusively  to  the 
use  of  a  language  so  entirely  different  in  its  construc¬ 
tion  and  idiom  from  his  mother  tongue,  that  he  feared 
he  should  but  imperfectly  express  himself  in  attempt¬ 
ing  to  use  the  Englisli  language,  the  more  especially 
when  under  the  influence  of  that  high  excitement 
which  an  occasion  of  tlie  present  never  failed  to  pro¬ 
duce. 

Did  time  and  his  strength  permit,  he  might  enter 
into  a  variety  of  details  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
degree  in  which  the  labours  of  the  missionaries  in  the 
employment  of  the  Stxiiety  were  aflected  by  recent 
changes  in  the  state  of  European  society  in  India.  It 
would,  perhnjts,  be  needless  for  him  to  enter  particu¬ 
larly  into  the  reproaches  which  had  been  stamped  upon 
our  holy  faith  through  the  ungodly  lives  of  our  own 
countrymen  in  the  East.

The  answer  was, 
no;  there  was  no  design  to  do  otherwise  than  to  suit- 
ply  facilities  for  canvassing  and  discussing  the  means 
ot  salvation.  The  object  was  to  turn  them  from  dark¬ 
ness  to  light,  and  from  the  worship  of  idols  to  the 
sendee  of  the  living  God ;  that  the  only  object  was  to 
bring  them  to  God,  to  enable  their  souls  to  persevere 
even  unto  the  last,  and  to  overcome  the  world.  It 
pleased  God  at  that  moment  to  raise  up,  in  the  person 
of  (Jolonel  Munro,  an  important  favourer  of  the  great 
and  holy  design  by  which  all  the  authorities  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  lent  themselves  similarly.  An  island,  seven 
miles  in  circumference,  was  given  up  for  the  erection 
of  a  college  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
priesthixxl.  Thus  means  were  supplied  not  only  for 
the  education  of  the  students,  butalso  for  their  supixtrt. 
Notwithstanding  the  turmoil  and  instability  of  human 
affairs,  notwithstanding  the  baseness  of  those  agents 
whom  the  Chri.stian  man  must  sometimes  employ,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  difficulties  which  satan  con.'^tantly  in¬ 
terposes,  notwithstanding  the  influence  of  infidel  prin¬ 
ciples,  notwithstanding  the  force  of  a  narrow  jxtlicy, 
Christianity  has  risen  gloriously  above  all.  One  infi¬ 
nitely  wise  mind  and  one  all-powerful  arm  directed 
the  whole.  The  Rev.  Gentleman  then  entered  into  a 
variety  of  details  respecting  the  conduct  and  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  officers  of  the  t^iety  abroad.

Those 
controversies,  though  mingled  with  error,  were  yet  be¬ 
neficial  in  their  remote  effects,  for  almast  any  species 
of  excitement  in  the  Christian  world  was  better  than  a 
dead  calm.  Nothing  could  be  more  dangerous  than 
that  species  of  negative  obedience  to  which  a  dead 
calm  gave  rise,  and  which,  in  his  opinion,  was  nothing 
short  of  positive  disobedience.

“  I’he  object  to  which  its  attention  is  to  be  exclu¬ 
sively  directed,  is  to  promote  and  execute  a  plan  of 
colonizing  (with  their  own  consent)  the  free  people  of 
colour  residing  in  our  country,  in  Africa,  or  such 
other  place  as  (Jongre.ss  shall  deem  most  exjxxlient.” 
[Art.  2d  of  tlie  Constitution.] 

yumber  of  Auxiliary  Societies. — In  Maine,  New 
Hautptshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Vermont, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  North  (.'arulina,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Ohio  and  Indiana,  auxiliary  state  societies  have 
been  formed.

This  resolution  has  been  adopted  in  view  of  exist¬ 
ing  facts  and  solemn  obligations  resting  on  the 
churclies  of  our  favoured  country.  The  known  wants 
of  unevangelized  nations,  the  usefulness  of  Tracts 
among  them,  and  the  reiterated  claims  made  upon 
uie  Society  by  Foreign  Missionaries,  induced  the 
Committee,  some  months  since,  to  open  a  correspon¬ 
dence  with  all  the  Institutions  in  our  country  known 
to  be  enjpged  in  Missionary  operations  abroad.  The 
results  ot  that  correspondence  and  information  other- 
w  ise  obtained,  as  detailed  in  the  Society’s  .\nnual
